The remaining 45 are good 
ordinary commercial steers of the heavy “short keep” type, ranging from three to four years old and weighing 
from 1,250 to 1,400 pounds—the kind of steers that western Canada could ship in large numbers to Britain 
were the embargo raised, and the class of steer the British feeder could put an xtra bloom on in six weeke. 


The shipment will make the voyage on the Laconia, sailing for Glasgow on June 12.

Seek Relief From Burden 

In this connection the action of the 
Untted States congress on a naval con- 
ference ‘between the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan has excited 
intense interest here because any such 
move promising to ease the burden of 
naval armaments would remove a 
load of anxiety now weighing heavily 
on the imperial statesmen. 

Admiral Jellico, governor-general 
and commander in chief in New Zea- 
land, is reported to have recommend- 
ed to the admiralty plans for the 
building of a great Far Eastern navy, 
which dt ts certain neither the British 
nor the dominion governments, in the 
present state of public finances are 
desirous of undertaking.

IMPERIAL BANK 
HAS ANNOUNCED 
NEW RECORDS 


Assets and Deposits Attain High- 


est Figures in Company's 
History 


A feature of the financial state- 
ment of the Imperial Bank of Can- 


ada submitted at the annual meeting 
of the shareholders on May 26 ts the 
new high record which is shown to 
have been attained in respect to as- 
sets and in deposits by the public.

But the best indication of 
the healthy condition of the bank fi- 
nancially is the relation of the liquid 
assets to the Ilabilities to the public. 
These, standing at $58,702.313 bear a 
proportion to the latter of 62 per cent. 


| Cash assets alone, amounting as they 


do to $30,604,850 are equal to 30 per 
cent of the bank's liabilities to the 
public. This is a particularly grati- 
fying feature. The reserve fund of 
$7,500,000 continues to exceed capita! 
by half a million, 

Gain in Savings Deposits 

In savings deposits there was an 
increase during the year of $9,120,- 
945 or 12.65 per cent., the figures 
being $81,797,624 compared with $72,- 
Not- 
withstanding a decrease in non-inter- 
est-bearing deposits, through  with- 
drawals by the Government, total de- 
posits, by an increase of $1,340,794 
reached the sum of $99,125,011 the 
largest in. the history of the bank, an 
inerease in ten years of $52,620,519 
and in 20 years of $83,609,255. 

Satisfactory Profits 

Profits for the year amounted 
$1,287,061 thus allowing the payment 
as in 1920, of a bonus of 1 per cent. 
as well as the usual dividend of 12 per 
cent. This involved the sum of $910.- 
000. After making the usual contri. 
butions to pension and other funds 
and paying $125,000 in taxes to the 
government the sum of $1,171,839 was 
carried forward to profit and loss 
balance an increase over the previous 
year of $109,561. 

Increase in Commercial Loans 
.-Commercial loans at the end of 
April 30 stood at $61,957,400 com- 
pared with $60,453,943 at the close 


of the previous year an increase of 
$1,504,457. This healthy expansion, 
the general manager pointed out in 


his address, was largely due to loans 
advanced to grain dealers, grain 
farmers and cattlemen, and are ac- 
counted among the bank's safest loans.

QUKBEC. May 39.—Mayor Samson, 
of this city Has written a further let- 
ter to Premier Meighen urging an 
adjustment of freight rates on grain 
from the west to the port of Quebec. 
A memorial from Quebec last Janu- 
ary pointed out the need for diverting 
the flow of-grain now going to United 


States porte for shipment to KBurop- 
ean migkets and drawing attention 
to the faet that the route over the 


transcontinental. railway was the logi- 
cal one for the shipment of grain 

In reply to this memorial Premier 
Mewghen stated that it would seem 
‘@iffleult to justify the carriage off 
traffic at substantially less than cost, 
or gt least at less than the railing 
rates on Canadian lines.”

A FATAL MOVE 
STATES MOORE 


CALGARY, May 
unions have come to be a force in| 
the country, and hether they are to 


be destructive, or a force for pro- 
gress, rests on the community as well 
as on the trades unions themselves,” 
said Tom Moore, president of 
Trades and Labor Congress of Can- 
ada, in addressing, this afternoon, the 
Galgary Canadian Club. 

Mr. Moore said the One Big Union 
was dying because it viclated one of 
the fundamental principles of Cana- 
dian citizenship and of trades union- 
jem, when it advocated economic 
force for the attainment of its end« 
There were extremists among em- 
ployers as well as in the ranks of the 


workers, declared Mr. Moore. 

“In the industrial world, power 
fluctuates,” he said. “A year ago 
the power was largely in the hands 


of the workers, Today it rests in the 
hands of the employers. If that pow- 
er is misused the responsibility will 
rest with them.” 

Had labor used the power they 
poseeseed a year ago, there might 
have been a different story to tell 
now, Mr. Moore declared, saying that 
he was confident that the employers, 
in their turn in ueing the power 
which they now possess, would rise 
to the occasion and use it well.
